The stage is set for the annual foot- 
ball classic of the Main Line, the 
thirty-second Lower Merion-Radnor 
game, which will be played at Penny- 
packer Field, Ardmore, this Satur- 
day afternoon beginning at 2 o'clock.

what is now offered. 

Salasin & Freed will contribute the 
entire proceeds of the Thanksgiving 
Day matinee, without any drawbacks 
whatsoever for lights, overhead, pay of 
attendants or wear and tear, to the 
United Campaign, with the proviso 
that all of this money, while going 
to swell the total of the big drive, 
shall actually be turned over to the 
Main Line Federation of Churches, 
who are in charge of the Main Line 
section of the United Campaign. And 
the Federation of Churches has agreed 
that all of the money derived from 
this matinee shall be expended for un- 
employment relief work inside the 
Borough of Narberth, and nowhere 
else. 

But is it necessary to confine that 
sum of money to relief work in Nar- 
berth? Are there people in that com- 
munity who are actually in need of 
relief for the real necessities of life? 
The ordinary man or woman, going 
about his usual affairs, sees no such 
cases, hears of no one who is suffering 
from cold or hunger or inadequate 
clothing. It is stated on the highest 
authority that there arc at least forty- 
five Narberth families today who are 
in serious need of fuel, and possibly 
some of them will need food assistance 
soon. Among them are three families 
with small children to whom a daily 
ration of milk is being supplied, and 
another family where an expectant 
mother is in need of necessities that 
her faithful but unemployed husband 
is unable to supply. These families are 
not the cold statistical tabulation of 
social analysts. They are close neigh- 
bors of everyone in the small com-

story of the indictment and trial of 
one Elsie Andrews, for the murder 
of her husband, Gaylord Andrews, 
whom the State contends she has pois- 
oned. Sufficient motive for the crime 
is proved in, the facts that Gaylord 
Andrews was a ruffian and a drunk: 
ard, a wife Beater and a poor provider 
when he was "not himself," which was 
most of the time. Then, too, he had 
just struck it rich, and showed his 
wife a parcel of gold from the strike 
the very morning of his murder. Dis- 
covery of oxalic acid in some cookies 
she had baked and her husband had 
eaten just before he died formed the 
basis of a condemning chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence which seemed to 
point to the success of the ruthless 
District Attorney's case, and Elsie An- 
drews' conviction. But that is with- 
out reckoning on the ingenious curi- 
osity of Herbert Andrews, the 12-year- 
old son of Elsie, and the kindly and 
clever methods of the attorney for the 
defense, for between these two the tide 
is made to turn, and how surprisingly 
into a conviction far diffrent from the 
anticipation of the District Attorney. 

The difficult role of Elsie the ac- 
cused was ably taken by Kathleen 
McConnell, whose portrayal of the 
harassed woman shows her ability to 
carry the most emotional scenes with 
a subtlety and restraint which beget 
sympathetic understanding of her role, 
rather than the ridicule which might 
be invited by overacting in the part. 
The District Attorney, bold, bad and 
ferocious, was splendidly done by Ber- 
nard 1\ Keenan, a Narberthite, but 
new to the local stage. His many 
stirring speeches were admirably and 
forcefully given, and proof of his real- 
istic portrayal of villany was evidenced 
at the final curtain, when cheers and 
whistling from the anxious audience 
climaxed his downfall in the story. 

William Price, a visitor from the 
famous Hedgerow Theatre group, 
showed, in his depiction of the benefi- 
cent attorney for the defense, that his 
several years' stage experience had 
given him the poise and polish which 
are such attractive additions to any 
characterization. Mr. Price has what 
is known as "stage presence" — he cre- 
ates a certain atmosphere that fur- 
nishes an artistic background for his 
quiet but intense diction. 

R. P. Harper as the sheriff was 
splendid, both in appearance and char- 
acterization, and lent a fine touch of 
color to the tvpically Western scene. 
Art Cooke, as the court clerk, gave 
bis usual top-notch performance, add- 
ing a hilarious note of fun to the som- 
bre court room scenes. The judge 
of the court, by his aristocratic bear- 
ing, his dignified assumption of court 
manner, simply charmed the audience, 
who held in great respect his honor's 
gavel and stern, "Order in the Court." 
J. D. Sutherland played this eminent 
role, and manv asked. "Is he really a 
judge in outside life?" — a tribute to 
real acting! The juvenile role of Her- 
bert Andrews was given tremendous 
significance hv the manly acting of 
voung Billy "Newman, of Anthwyu 
Road, Narberth. Naive, with a clear, 
ringing voice, he spoke his lines with 
a wide-eyed frankness and freedom 
from embarrassment which would 
have been a credit to one far beyond 
his years. 

We regret that we are unable to 
mention individually each of the large 
cast of characters whose parts, though 
small, were important parts of the | 
whole design. One break in the ' 
threads— and the entire picture would 
have been spoiled — but there was no 
such occurrence, for all down the line 
impersonations were splendid. Tum- 
kev, court crier, stenographer, attor- 
. nev's clerk, cowpuncher witnesses, two 
dignified M. D.'s, a "foinc" broguish 
Irish lady and twelve "good men and 
true" made up the rest of the cast — 
and every portrayal was excellent. 

The success of the performance was 
assured only by the splendid co-ordi- 
nation of all the players, plus the able 
direction of a very much interested 
coach. To Faith F. Farmer go the 
honors of the director's job, and it 



was certainly efficiently handled. Mr. 
Ullman, author of the play, assisted 
with suggestions and criticisms, but to 
Mrs. Farmer went the responsibility 
of being "chief of staff"— and the re- 
sult was certainly gratifying to the en- 
tire club and its audience. 

Scenerymakers, electrician and cos- 
tumers turned out very fine jobs. The 
cell scene in the first act, with its 
weird lighting effects, its bare, white- 
washed walls, its barred doors and 
windows, gained particular comment, 
and the swanky garbs of the rough- 
riding cowpunchers earned approba- 
tion for the ladies of the wardrobe. 

-Altogether, it was a well-rounded 
production for a first nighter and a 
premiere — and we say, "long life to 
the Narberth Players!"
